Great Britian’s leading

succession gives him about the greatest show record of any bull of 
the breed in recent years. With a pedigree carrying Baron Beau- 
ford, Prince of the Wassail, Delamere and Iliad in an unbroken line 
on top, he was about the most attractive article in the bull line that 
has come to the attention of U. S. breeders. Were the banking 
situation not so bad, there is no question about his coming to the 
States soon; maybe he will finally get over anyway. ; 
What appealed to students of show bulls and bull pedigrees 
especially was the fact that the reserve champion as well as the 
champion were both sired by Baron Beauford, backing up state- 
ments by conservative judges that Baron Beauford, the Bleaton 


stock bull, is now the greatest sire of the breed on the other side 


because of the plain- 
ness of head of the 2,- 
000 euinea bull at Perth last spring with which Mr. Cumming chose 
to head the Kinermony herd. As the Juana heifer being imported 
bv Stoner & Baird is in calf to this youngster, which is considered 
one of the best bred bulls in service, the Yankees gave him very 
close scrutiny. Personally, we liked him very much and while a 
little plainer in the head perhaps than the others close up, he had 
size, fleshing, depth and back and should make a great bull. His 
pedigree on top of the Juana heifer will certainly give the lowa 
men something to study, as they get ten crosses of Delamere in the 
calf that should come, barring accident, next December. ; 
P. D. Robertson of Castlecraig, way north in Ross-shire, 
topped both two-year-old and yearling bull classes, Proud Erie of 
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Aberlour winning in the older class and the youngster bred at Blea- 
ton already mentioned took first in the younger class. This young- 
ster, as already intimated, was “a real one,” as our boys would 
say, and he had friends for championship honors, as Etrurian wasn’t 
ccnsidered quite so “sweet” as he was last year by the Scots who 
had seen him. 

Doonholm uncovered a dark horse in the female show, bring- 
ing out one of their famous “Matiidas of Wester Fowlis” and after 
beating Mr. Cumming’s famous old Juanivra Erica in the aged class 
she was made champion. There were two of the famous “Juana 
Ericas” in this aged cow class, the old foundation cow bred at Har- 
viestoun and bought by Mr. Cumming to found the line at Kiner- 
mony, was eight years old. It seemed a pity to see her beaten at 
this age, as she had never been a Highland champion on account of 
comine to show form during the war when no shows were being 
held, and then to have to take a beating merely on staleness from 
age. She is still a wonderful cow; if not the best we saw in Scot- 
land, at least as good as they had in any herd. Her daughter, 
Juana of Kinermony, was suckling a heifer calf and “Pete” Ross, 
“Bill” Brock and the Editor all spent quite a little time at their 
stalls sizing them up. 

Doonholm won with a second “Matilda” in the two-year-old 
class, giving the herd from the river Doon chief honors in the fa- 
male department of the show quite easily. Mr. Kennedy’s age and 
health kept him away 
from the Highland, but 
his son and Manager 
John Grant managed 
the herd with all the 
generalship needed to 
carry home the female 
honors from under the 
noses of the famed 
Doddie districts of the 
Spey valley and Aber- 
deenshire. 

The Doonholm fe- 
males showed marve- 
lous quality and even 
fleshing, being about 
the finest boned ani- 
mals to carry such 
loads of flesh that we 
have seen. Our west- 
ern breeders and the 
South African trade 
don’t care for so much 
quality at a sacrifice of 
bone, but many of our 
breeders of show and 
sale ring cattle would 
have found them a rev- 
elation. More will be 
said about the Doon- 
holm cattle and breed- 
ing in a later chapter 
from notes taken by 
the Editor when he vis- 
ited Doonholm. 

A daily parade of 
the livestock featured 
the show, and better 
weather rewarded the management on the following days of the 
week. But the day of judging the Doddies was almost an incessant 
downpour. It never dampened the enthusiasm of the Scot, how- 
ever, and he merely buttoned on his raincoat and watched the rain 
trickle down the sides of the “bonnie beasties” and enjoyed himself 
immensely. Not for a minute did he take his mind off the main 
purpose of the show, which was a livestock exhibition. A few of 
the boys may have had a “wee drappie” or so to take the chill off 
after the show, but that seems to be a touchy point when appear- 
ing in print, as some of the English Editors received a calling down 
from their northern brothers for mentioning the effect of the High- 
land elixir at the Highland show. 

Shorthorns made a poor show in spite of the world-famous 
herds in the north of Scotland. It seems several of the better 
known herds need no showing to advertise, as they have nothing to 
gain and everything to lose, according to their ideas. Herefords 
were not shown, there being no Herefords in Scotland and none 
coming up from England to show. The Ayrshires were the strong- 
est class in the dairy breeds, though the British Frieslands, as they 
are called, put up a good show and are a live bunch as to the men 
behind them. Galloways and Highland cattle also had good strong 

shows for those breeds. 

The Clydesdale shared with the Doddie in being the chief feat- 
ures of the show. Everybody in Scotland not only raise Clydes- 
dales but raise good ones.

. a morning to look over the Shorthorn herd of C. B. Metcalf 
& Son San Angelo. The Shorthorns looked good, but as Senor Cruz 
was on an Aberdeen-Angus hunt, he did not buy any Shorthorns on 
” oe San Angelo after looking over the Metcalf Shorthorns, 
we left for a thirty-five mile drive to look over the Tierra Alta 


herds. We reached the 
ranch for late lunch. 
We had time to look ov- 
er some of the cows 
with the oldest of the 
1919-20 bull calves. I 
at once noticed that he 
was impressed with the 
type and uniformity of 
the cows and calves. 
We also looked over the 
yearling bulls, ten head 
of which he bought. 
The rest of the after- 
noon was spent in driv- 
ing through the differ- 
ent pastures, some with 
cows and heifer calves 
and some with the dry

F. B. Riley. This was a drive about 
100 miles and no better cow country a 
man ever owned than this; that part 
of Mason and Llano counties known as 
the Granite Belt of Texas. 

On the Riley ranch we found some 
Aberdeen-Angus cows as nice as you 
will find in most any herd. Mr. Riley 
expects to build up his herd in a few 
; years to something like fifty breeding 
cows. We left the Riley ranch about 9 o’clock on Tuesday morning 
and drove over to Fredericksburg, and here it was that Senor Cruz 
left me and started for San Antonio. From there he expected to go 
to Corpus Christi, where he was going to look over the herd of Mr. 
Jonas Weil. 

Senor Cruz informed me that this part of Texas from San An- 
gelo south is more like his range country than any part of the 
States he visited. For that reason he thought best to buy cattle 
from us. He says that the question of the tick does not bother 
him, as he dips regularly. He says it will not be long until they 
will be buying more cattle from the States and especially Texas. 
He thinks when shipping facilities are improved and boats are avail- 
able at Galveston, which will lower shipping charges, our trade will 
grow.

the best interests of yourself and herd exhibited. Be sure to desig- 
nate all fairs and Inter- 
national Stock Shows, 
and the number of head 
that you will have in 
your herd, as I am very 
desirous to be as help- 
ful as possible to all 
breeders, as their de- 
mands and instructions 
will permit me to do, so 
send in your wants at 
once and oblige. 

Every breeder owes 
it to himself and the 
Doddie cause, especial- 
ly the Western breed- 
ers, to do all in their 
power to help me keep 
up the enthusiasm that 
I have created in every 


cows and yearling heif- 
ers. Out of this last 
pasture he selected two 
dry cows that would 
calve in about = six ; 
months. Senor Cruz did not want those that would calve earlier 
as he says they get a little seasick and he was afraid of some acci- 
dent. I also showed him some Shorthorn cows with half-blood 
Aberdeen-Angus calves following them. This was a cross that he 
wanted to see, for it is on grade Shorthorn cows that he expects to 
use the Aberdeen-Angus bulls he bought of us. He has been breed- 
ing Shorthorn bulls for the last ten or twelve years and had decided 
he must do something to put his cattle lower on the ground, and 
has taken the Aberdeen-Angus bull route. I also showed him one 
pasture in which we had 142 four and five-year-old grade Aberdeen- 
Angus cows with 131 calves sucking them. This, of course, wiped 
out the idea that Aberdeen-Angus cows would not breed and that 
the bulls would not rustle among the cows. 

Sunday, the 25th, we left for a trip of about 200 miles by auto. 
Our first stop was at Brady, the home of Kid Jeffers, and his nice 
herd of about forty registered Aberdeen-Angus cows. Here we 
found at the head of this herd the good bull, Black Royal Eston. 

On Monday morning, the 26th, we spent looking over the grade 
herd of Mr. Richard Sellman, of Rocheile. In this herd we found 
something like 3000 breeding cows. Range conditions were ideal 
and we found the cows and calves lying around under the big live 
oaks with nothing to do but eat and put on fat. This is the largest 
ao of high grade Aberdeen-Angus cattle south of the Panhandle 

exas. 


Leaving Rochelle at about 11 o’clock, we drove te Brady for 
lunch. After lunch we started out for Fredericksburg, the home of

acreage. It was the desire of the parents and later the two sons, 
to own land. So they came to this country and it was not many 
years after their arrival that the young men started out, realized 
their fond hopes and made good. During the fifty-seven years of 
their partnership in this country they have been quite successful. 
The report of Dunn or Bradstreets carries a very good rating of 
the firm, reference to this repot being the only line on their wealth 
that the ‘younger Mr. Straus was able to give regarding the wealth 
of the men, who landed in this country as poor boys. 

Well, in Pike county, especially where the Straus Brothers 
landed, it is very hilly. Considerable acreage of their holdings were 
unadapted to grain cropping. But on these hillsides grew fine blue 
grass. So it was this abundance of grazing area that made it ideal 
for cattle raising. They made the best of it. They purchased cattle 
and turned them into the vast pasture tracts and cropped the 
smoother sections in corn and oats. 

At the outset of their venture in the livestock and farming 
business, cattle of most any type were figured good enough to eat 
off the grass and go to market. Like the other pioneers, cattle 
were cattle and little was thought of the quality that was behind 
the stock that reguiated the type and appearance when they were 
offered for sale at the market.

that talking and thinking inevitably hinges 
largely around the Doddie and its superior 
baby beef-making qualities. 

_Don’t go to a state fair, or a smaller faii 
either, this season without seeing the calf 
show if there is one. If there isn’t such a 
department, ask why. If there is only a 
one-sided affair with one of the rival breeds 
holding the center of the stage, find out 
from the Aberdeen-Angus breeders, the 
County Agent, the show secretary and the 
others interested what the trouble is that 
prevents Doddie calves getting to that 
show. Then make yourself a committee of 
one to start something that will put black 
calves into such a show. Such shows are 
usually the result of the initiative of one or 
more breeders; if you have no _ initiative, 
your kind won’t get very far in such a 
neighborhood until some live breeder turns 
up to do such work for you. Remember that 
calf club you start will be doing ‘yourself 
and the Breed a lot of good ten years from 
now as well as_ starting the ball rolling 
down hill immediately. Once started, the 
Doddie can’t be stopped where the calf club 
is the vehicle in which it is riding.
